It develops that the form of the resolu-

on e part of congress. They are ad- 
yiso¥y, and the president, under the law, 
fis not required to act upon them. He 
may simply pigeonhole the resolutions and 
let them sleep eternally unless congress 
should, by a joint resolution, call his at- 
tention to them and instruct him to recog- 
nize the belligerent rights of the Cubans. 

If he does not act on the concurrent reso- 

jutions this is probably what will be done. 

But there is sure to be delay in the mat- 

ter, and it may be a month or more yet 

before the United States actually recog- 
/«izes the Cubans.

Fee and Salary Amendment Receives 
a Discussion. 

Washington, March 5.—Early in the guy 
the senate’s request for a conference on.the 
Cuban resolutions was agreed to, and 
Speaker Reed announced Mess’s. Hitt, 
Adams and McCreary as managers on the 
part of the house. 

The bill making the national military 
parks public fields for military maneuver 
and drill by the regular army and state mi- 
litia, under regulations fixed by the src- 
retary of war, was passed. AlS8o a bill ap- 
propriating $96,000 for the reconstruction 
of the bridge over the Mississippi river at 
Rock Island, IL 

The rest of the day was spent in further 
discussion of the fee and salary amend- 
ment to the legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial appropriation bill, most uf the time 
upon the section fixing salaries of district 
marshals. But one cnange was made in the 
schedule proposed by the committee on the 
judiciary, that of the marshal for ths east- 
ern district of Michigan being increased 
from $3,000 to $4,000. Mr. Dingley, repub- 
lican of Maine, secured an amendment re- 
ducing the zeneral maximum compensation 
of the field deputies from $2,500 to $1,500, 
with authority to the attorney general to 
pay $2,500 in certain special cases. 

The house, at 5:20 o’clock, adjourned un- 
til tomorrow without having completed con- 
sideration of the bill. 


CALL FOR GOLD STANDARD. 


NEW YORK CHAMBER OF COM- 
MERCE ISSUES AN APPEAL. 


Declares Against Free Coinage ani 
Says the Single Standard Must 


Be Adhered To. 


New York, March 5.—The chamber of 
commerce special committee on sound finan- 
cial legislation today introduced in the 


chamber a resolution in the form of an ap- | 


peal to commercial bodies’ and business 
men throughout the country calling upon 
them to stand by sound money in selecting 
delegates to both national conventions. The 
resolution, which was unanimously adopted 
by the chamber of commerce, is as follows: 

“To the Commercial Bodies and Business 


Men of the United States—The chamber of |; 


commerce of the state of New York believes 
that the time has now come for a movement 
on the part of the commercial bodies and 
all men, whether engaged in farming, man- 
ufacturing or trade, who are interested in 
commercial prosperity in the United States, 
to remove from political agitation the ques- 
tion .of the permanence of the standard of 
value upon which all the business of this 
transacted. It invites co-opera- 
tion to this end in an effort to create a 
strong public opinion in behalf of an unfe- 
quivocal declaration by the political con- 


| ventions of both of the great parties in fa- 


vor of the maintenance of our existing 
standard and of the elimination of all 
doubtful expressions in respect to the re- 
opening of the mints of the United States 
to the free coinage of silver. 

“The time is past, if it ever existed, for 
any halting, doubtful phrasing to express 
the meaning of the political parties upon 
this important subject. We must have no 
platform that can be interpreted to mean 
one thing in one part of the land and an- 
other thing in another part of the land. 

“It is important to every business man, 
producer and wage-earner to put a stop to 
the enormous cost to the government and 
to all of our people resulting from the con- 
tinuance of the agitation in favor of the 
free coinage of silver, which stands in the 
way of a revival of confidence and national 


business prosperity. 
‘**Therefore, we ask all citizens to unite 


in a vigorous effort to urge the selection of 


delegates to the. political conventions of 


both great parties, who will advocate clear 
and distinct platform utterances in favor 
of the. maintenance of the present gold 
standard of value. 

“The time is short and action ought, 
therefore, to be all the more prompt and 
determined.

Frankfort, Ky., Mardh 5.—The house 
started off this morning by defeating the 
March ilth sine die adjournment resolu- 
tion. Many democrats and republicans 
who were pledged to vote for it changed 
front when the vote was taken, resulting 
in its defeat by a@ vote of over two to 
one. 

Three democrats left Blackburn today 
and joined the bolters who had already 
been voting against him. Senator Black- 
burn’s managers this morning agreed to 
submit the matter to a joint caucus. It is 
claimed that after today his vote will 
dwindle away to less than half of what 
he has been receiving. 

Today’s vote resulted: Blackburn, 55; 
Deboe, 40; Carlisle, 7; Hunter, 4, and the 
rest scattering. 

St. John Boyle Nominated. 

St. John Boyle, of Louisville, was tonight 
unanimously nominated by the republican 
caucus for United States senator amid much 
enthusiasm. It is conceded Mr. Boyle will 
receive all the votes of the party. 


CAPTAIN GRANT AT FAULT. 


Pilot Bigley Tells Why the New York 
Went Aground. 

New York, March 5.—Pilot Richard 
Bigley, who had charge of the steamship 
New York when she grounded last Satur- 
day, was before Captain Samuel G. Fair- 
child and William H. Barrett, of the local 
board of United States inspectors of 
steam vessels, this afternoon. He said 
that he requested Captain Grant twice to 
have the anchors made ready, but in each 
instance the captain made no response. If 
the anchors had been ready, which they 
ought to have been, Pilot Bigley said 
when the New York got inside Sandy 
Hook, he certainly would have come to 
anchor until the fog cleared. 

As the pilot’s testimony regarding Cap- 
tain Grant’s failure to get the anchors 
ready opened up a new line of inquiry, 
the hearmg ‘was not closed today. No 
day has yet been fixed for its continua- 
tion.

EFFORT TO IMPEACH HIM 


Meeting of the Chamber Was Wildly 
Uproarious. 


POLICE FIND THEMSELVES IN TROUBLE 


Futher Information Regarding the 
Slaughter of Italians—A New 
Cabinet Probable. 


Rome, March 5.—Long before the hous of 
opening the chamber of deputies enormous 
crowds of people thronged the vicinity and 
practically surrounded the building. As 
time went on the crowds increased and the 
excitement of the populace grew more in- 
tense. The streets in the vicinity of the 
chamber were patrolled by troops, whe ex- 
perienced difficulty in making their way 
through the packed thoroughfares. The 
members of the ministry, in proceeding to 
the chamber, evaded the crowd as much 
as possible. When Signor Barrelli, minister 
of public instruction, arrived in the cham- 
ber he was hissed by the opposition depu- 
ties and cheered by those who adhere to 
the ministry. 

The sitting of the chamber was of the 
wildest character, the uproar beginning as 
soon as the chamber was called to order. 
Signor Crispi announced the resignation of 
the cabinet, which announcment was re- 
ceived with prolonged and passionate ap-

shouted insults at Signor Crispi, 
premier preserved his 
he was enabled to obtain a hearing declared 
with great firmness that the ministry, until 
the nomination of their successor, would 
retain office and maintain public order. The 
uproar continued throughout the sitting 
with more or less volume and the scenes of 
extreme disorder were renewed when the 
president declared the sitting ended. - 

The resignation of the ministry, Signor 
Crispi stated, had been accepted by King 
Humbert. The sitting of the chamber end- 
ed in great disorder. Meanwhile the crowds 
outside were shouting, cheering, ‘cursing, 
hissing, howling and groaning. Ten ar- 
rests were made by the police of men who 
hissed members of the ministry as they 
came out of the chamber, but the hissing 
and howling continued just the same. 

The Feeling in Italy. 

Reports from every city and town of 
consequence throughout Italy show that 
the excitement caused by the Italian re- 
verses in Abyssinia displays no sign of,» 
waning; on the contrary, in many places 
it grows greater as the meagre details of 
the defeat filter through the press from 
official sources. 

The popular indiganiton is directed 
against Signor Crispi and the other min- 
isters, who rightly or wrongly are held 
to be responsible for the disgrace that 
has hefallerg the Italian army. As a 
matter of fact, however, Signor Crispi 
did not at first approve of the country’s 
embarking upon the hazardous undertak- 
ing of conquering the Abyssinians, and it 
was only due to the pressure exerted 
upon him that he® agreed to support the 
policy of expanding the Italian posses- 
sions in Africa. 

This fact counts for little now and the 
prime minister’s enemies, of whom he has 
a great number, took occasion of the 
popular feeling to incite the whole Italian 
people so far as possible to pour out the 
vials of their wrath upon Signor Crispi 
and his colleagues in the ministry. Their 
success was marked and it is feared now 
that the storm they have raised will as- 
sume such préportions that it will indeed 
be a hard task for the king to secure any 
man to undertake the formation of a new 
cabinet. 

There is a probability that his majesty 
will be forced to request Signor Crispi to 
again assume office, in which event there 
will be a further and still louder outcry 
against him. 

The calling out of the reserves of 1872 
to serve with the colors has also added to 
the dissatisfaction and in some instances 
has been one of the causes that have led 
to the disorderly demonstrations. These 
reserves are the men born in 1872 and the 
calling of them from their employments 
will cause serious financial loss to them. 

Want To Impeach Crispi. 

After Crispi’s announcement in the 
chamber that the cabinet had resigned 
but would maintain order until its suc- 
cessor was appointed, the members of the 
extreme left gave notice of their inten- 
tion to introduce a motion demanding the 
impeachment of Premier Crispi and the 
members of the ministry. 


Committee Room Meeting. 

After Signor Villa, president of the cham- 

ber of deuties, had quitted the chair sev- 
eral of the members complained of his ab- 
rupt closing the session which had prevent- 
ed the Marquis di Rudini and others from 
speaking in accordance with notices they 
had given. The sudden ending of the sit- 
ting also prevented the submission to the 
house of the motion of the members of the 
extreme left for the impeachment of Signor 
Crispi and the other members of the cab- 
inet. : 
One hundred and fifty deputies, belonging 
mainly to the opposition, later met in a 
committee room. Signor Villa addressed 
them, explaining that his action was dictat- 
ed by a desire to avoid disorders. 

The members present impressed upon Sig- 
nor Villa the deep indignation of the coun- 
try against the ministers and their policy. 
They declared that the’ position in northern 
Italy was most serious and that a rising 
was actively threatened in Naples. 

Signor Villa promised to inform King 
Humbert and to urge upon him a most 
speedy settlement of the existing crisis. 
The motion of the members of the extreme 
left also embraced a demand for the recall] 
of the troops. 

Tonight the demonstrations against 
Signor Crispi became more energetic and 
the outlook was very threatening. Great 
crowds gathered in the streets and social- 
ist and radical orators, mounting steps, 
boxes or anything that would life them 


evil that has befallen Italy came from the 
maladministration of the present cabinet 
The prime minister and his supporters 
were viclently assailed and the crowds 
were worked up into a condition border- 
ing on frenzy. At this point the police in 
force intervened and broke the meetings 
up, not, however, without great difficulty 
Worked to Fighting Frenzy. 

Later a crowd marched to the residence 
of Signor Crispi and made a demonstra- 
tion before it. Every opprobrious epithe’ 
in the Italian language Was hurled at him, 
but no attention was paid to the crowd 
by those in the house, 

Then the mob marched to the offices o' 
the newspapers that support the govern-. 
ment and shattered the windows with 
stones, bricks and clubs. In driving the 
rioters away several policemen were se- 
verely injured. 

A dispatch tonight says that there ha: 
been another collision between the polic: 
and the citizens. 

New Cabinet Formation. 

London, March 5.—The Standard will to- 
morrow publish a dispatch from Rome say- 
ing that in parliamentary circles it is con- 
sidered almost certain that King Humber; 
will entrust the Marquis di Rudini; an ex- 
prime minister, with the formation of a 
cabinet and that General Ricotti will be 
minister of war. The names of Signors 
Brin, Venosta, Sonnanys and Saracco are 
also mentioned for portfolios. They have 
all heretofore been cabinct ministers. Sig- 
nor Sonnano was minister of the treasury 
and Signor Saracco minister of public 
works in the retiring cabinet. Signor Erin 
was minister of fereigo affairs some years 
ago. 


STORY OF THE STAMPEDE. 


Italian Troops Claim That the Askaris 
Bolted. 

Rome, March 5.—Further advices from 
the Italian headquarters in Abyssinia this 
afternoon say that large bodies of troops 
that were supposed to have perished in the 
rout of the Italian forces last Sunday are 
now coming jinto the Italian camp. The 
Shoans did not follow in pursuit of the 


temper and when, 


retreating Italians. The troops attribute 
their stampede to the fact that the Askaris 
(native troops) under General Arimondi 
turned in the face of the enemy and rush- 
ed back upon their supports. The Abys- 
Sinians followed them in such hot haste 
that they became hopelessly mingled with 
the Italians, so that they all became pack- 
ed into a defile, neither being able to de- 
ploy. The consequence was that there was 
a general panic among the Italian troops. 


STUDENTS MEET AND FIGHT.

Rome, March 5.—A meeting of students of 
the university was held yesterday which 
resulted in a row in which several persons 
were more or less seriously injured. During 
the progress of the meeting an excited dis- 
cussion took place between the radical 


and monarchist students, the former de- 
nour.cing in unmeasured terms the policy of 
the government in respect to the conduct 
of the campaign in Africa. 

The monarchists cheered the king and the 
army, and.from w the participants 
came to blows, and knives were freely 
used. Several of the students were se- 
verely wounded. The radical students had 
invited Signor Vendemini, a radical mem- 
ber of deputies, to make a speech at the 
meeting and he attempted to do so, but 
was compelled by the uproar to stop, and 
finally to withdraw from the hkall. 

The excitement ‘iinally subsided and the 
monarchists, who were in the minori-y, 
gave their apprcval to a resolution express- 
ing hope that victory would return to the 
Italian arms and acclaiming the king and 
the army. 


Many Local Disturbances. 
Rome, March 5.—The troops at the quiri- 
nal have been ordered confined to their 
barracks and the university has been 
closed as a precaution against disturb- 
ances by the students. A number of ar- 
rests have heen made for disorderly 
conduct. Disturbances took place last 
evening at Naples, Brescia, Palermo, Cata- 

lania, Florence, Venice and Sassari. 


Crispi May Be Called On. 

London, March 5.—A_ dispatch from 
Rome to The Pall Mall Gazette says that 
if other Italian statesmen fail in their 
efforts to form a cabinet King Humbert 
may ask Signor Crispi to reconstruct the 
present or form a new ministry. 

The Italian Red sea squadron, the dis- 
patch says, is now defending the Masso- 
wah coast line and the Massowah garri- 
son has gone to the front.

ENGLAND’S BOUNDARY CASE. 


Daily News Claims That Salisbury Is 
Right. 

London, March 5.—The Daily News pub- 
lishes a column forecast of the British 
case in the Venezuelan dispute, from which 
the following is an extract: 

“The strength of the British case iigs in 
the abundart historical proof of British pos- 
session of the whole of the disputed terri- 
tory and much more besides before Vene- 
zuela was in existence. The results of a 
search of the Spanish archives will be 
likely to prove a stirprise to both Vecne- 
zuela and the United States and will be of 
great nterest to students of history. It is 
proved by the clearest of documentary ev!- 
dence that the first settlement of the Span- 
iards on the Orinoco river was made in 
1598 and was organized with the cbject of 
forestailing the arrival of Sir Walter Ral- 
eigh, who had been surveying the regicns 
and had promised to return and settle them. 
The correspondence in regard to the found- 
ing of the Dutch West India Company 
is also a direct consequence of the British 
contention. The greatest surprise for Ven- 
ezuela will be the publication of secret 
papers exposing the intrigue between Spain 
and Portugal in 1850 kaving for its object 
the driving out of the Dutch or the hem- 
ming in of them on the seashore. If the 
Dutch were not in possession,” asks The 
News, “where was the necessity for in- 
trizuing to get them out?” 

The News intimates that the negotiation 
of the limits upon which Venezuela now 
bases her title was the outcome of this 
intrigue. The paper also gives detatis of 
subsequent matters which prove, according 
to the British .omtention, the government’g 
right of conquest over both the Spanish 
and the Dutch and concludes: 

“Upon this part of the case the govern- 
ment mainly relies. It diminishes the im- 
portance of the long diplematic correspond- 
ence from 1840 onward and shows that 
Lord Salisbury really occupies a strong 
position on historical ground.”

SPANISH IN CUBA 
PEEL SPITEFUL 


Have Decided to Countermand Orders 
Placed Here. 


-WEYLER ADVISES COOL ACTION 


Loyalist Merchants Make Many 
Futile Threats. 


>UNBOAT LINCE RAN INTO CHAINS 


Many Towns Have Recently Been 
Burned by Rebels—Volunteers at 
Jibacoa Surrendered. 


Havana, March 5.—(From a Staff -Cor- 
respondent of the United Press.)—All the 
merchants of Cienfuegos have agreed to 
cancel the orders given to their corre- 
spondents in the United States as a protest 
against the action of the American con- 
gress on the Cuban question. The mer- 
chants talked of holding a demonstration, 
but Captain General Weyler prohibited it. 
The chamber of commerce here met today 
to consider the question of taking similar 
action, General Weyler advised the cham- 
ber to be prudent. 

There is talk of stopping the exportation 
of tobacco in bales, and to permit the ex- 
port of only the manufactured product. 

General Weyler has placed restrictions 
on the sale of petroleum and has prohibit- 
ed its sale in the interior towns which the 
insurgents visit. The following towns in 
the province of Pinar del Rio have been re- 
cently burned by the rebels: Cabanas, Ba- 
nia, Honda, San Diego de Nunez, Santa 
Cruz de Los Pinos, Palacios, Paso Real, 
San Diego de los Banos, San Juan y Marti- 
nez and Quiebra Hacha. 

The gunboat Lince, which was carrying 
rations to Jibara on the south coast of 
Camaguey, found chains across the en- 
trance of the harbor. The vessel was fired 
upon by the rebels and replied with her 
guns. 

News has been received here to the effect 
that 500 mounted rebels attacked a convoy 
of ammunition near Gibara, province San- 
tiago. The insurgents were repulsed with 
a loss of 25 killed. The Spanish loss was 
one lieutenant killed and several seriously 
wounded. 

General La Chambre reports that the 
troops have reconnoitered in the zone of 
Jarahueca and destroyed the huts on the 
farms -used by rebels.

Much Gcssip in This Direction Was 
Started by the President’s New 
York Trip. 


New York, March 5.—A Sun special from 
Washington says it was stated at the 
capitol yesterday that the president has of- 
fered the post of consul general at Havana, 
made vacant by the resignation of Ramon 
O. Williams, to ex-Representative John C. 
Tarsney, of Kansas City, who has just 
been unseated in the house. 

Mr. Tarsney would not admit the truth 
of the report, but many members believed 
it quite probable, especially in view of 
the fact that the Swiss mission was of- 
fered Mr. Tarsney last fall at the time his 
townsman, Mr. Broadhead, resigned it. At 
that time, however, Mr. Tarsney thought 
he would retain his seat in the house of 
representatives, and so he declined to go 
abroad. 

Commenting on the foregoing dispatch 
The Sun says: 

“President Cleveland's visit to New York, 
while thoroughly of an unofficial character, 
developed a good deal of gossip yesterday 
as to the successor of Ramon O. Williams 
as consul general to Havana. Certain of 
the president’s friends said that ex-Judge 
James H. Mulligan, of Lexington, Ky., is 
to succeed Mr. Williams, 

“Mr. Mulligan resigned a short time ago 
as consul general to Apia, and his name 
was sent to the senate last week as the 
consul general ‘to Cape Town, Africa. 
On Tuesday when it was made known 
that the resignation of Mr. Williams had 
been accepted, the nomination of Mr. 
Mulligan as consul general to Cape Town 
was withdrawn from the senate, and yes- 
terday Mr. Cleveland’s friends said that 
Mr. Mulligan is to succeed Mr. Williams at 
Havana, 

“Mr. Mulligan was a judge of the crim- 
inal court at Lexington, and afterwards a 
State senator. He was in the state senate 
in the Kentucky legislature, and nominat- 
ed John G,. Carlisle to be United States 
senator to succeed James B. Beck.’’ 


ASSURANCES FROM MADRiD. 


Advices to Havana Say That Cleveland 
Is Spanish Sympathetic. 
Havana, March 5.—(From a Staff Corre- 
spondent of the United Press.—Great inter- 
est has been aroused here by the news 
from Washington regarding the action of 
congress in regard to Cuba, and the assur- 
ances from Madrid that Presidént Cleve- 
land will refuse to sign the bill recogniz- 
ing the belligerent rights of the Cuban 

insurgents, are hailed here with joy. 

The Spaniards hope that the congress 
of the United States will reconsider its 
action. The feeling continues intense, but 
no disturbances have occurred. Captain 
Gener] Weyler has ordered that the elec- 
tions for members of the cortes be held on 
April 10th. 

Lieutenant Colonel Arce, 'n command of 
a column of 450 Spanish troops, has had 
an engagement with 4,000 insurgents under 
the leaders Bandera, Guirra and Sanchez 
on the Oyalita estate, near Santo Do- 
mingo. The battle lasted two hours, at the 
end of which time the insurgerts were dis- 
lodged from their positions and compelled 
to retire. They lost twenty-four killed and 
many wounded. One lieutenant and five 
privates of the Spanish force were killed, 
and a major and thirteen privates were 
wounded. The railroad bridge at Tingua- 
ro on the Gardenas and Jucaro line and the 
station at Retamal have beem burned by 
the insurgents, ag has also the bridge at 
Cocodrilo, on the Sanchez branch of the 
Matanzas road.

The insur- 
gents have fired upon the forts at the 
town of Quemado, Laguines and the fort 
at Potosi, in the Havana province. Aq.

Likely That He Will Finance the 


Baltimore and Ohio. 


SPENCER FOR PRESIDENT. 


It Will Be Worked in Close Connection

man associated with him. Mr. Morgan 
made him president of the Pittsburg and 
Western, and when the Pittsburg and West- 
ern stock came into the possession of the 
Baltimore and Oh.o Mr. Spencer was made 
president of the “‘Royal Blue” line. He cut 
the expenses of the Baltimore and Ohio 
down to the lowest notch and pruned the 
“worthless assets of the company until the 
Garrett and Johns Hopkins estates rose up 
in revolt.

LETTER FROM MISS BARTON. 


She Tells of the Situation in Ar- 
menia. 

New York, March 5.—A letter just re- 
ceived by a member of the Anrerican Red 
Cross from Miss Clara Barton, dated Pera, 
Constantinople, February 19th, tells of the 
journey of the Red Cross party which 
sailed from here on January 22d, and also 
conta ns the following: 

“The cablegram sent by Minister Terrell} 
yesterday afternoon to Secretary Olney 
and which I trust was made public, was 
the outcome of a call in the morning upon 
the sublime porte in the person of its 
minister of foreign affairs, wh.ch was in 
every way as agreeable, cord.al and satis- 
factory as it could have been made in any 
country. Not only is the fullest permis- 
sion given for our entrance into Armenia, 
but an active and generous effort was dis- 
played toward making our endeavors, our 
journeys, ete., safe, pleasant and as easy 
as possible, and also as productive of 
beneficial] results as could be wished for. 
Mr. Terrell was very much gratified and 
seems very happy over our success, to 
which the state department and he con- 
tributed so largely. 

“As soon as an outfit can be made and 
passage secured our men will start for 
the desolated regions. It will be cold and 
terribly hard for them, but that is what 
they came for. 1 have met several of the 
leading missionaries and other American 
gentlemen here. It is hoped that the 
massacres are over, but it is of course, 
uncertain. The general feeling is that 
Russia has said ‘enough.’ 

“The distress and suffering through want 
and sickness are described as being both 
enormous and Terrible. 

“Our stops on the journey at London, 
Paris, Geneva and Baden-Baden were very 
short but pleasant and so full of good 
feeling, cordiality and usefulness.” 

Miss Barton refers in the beg aning of 
this dispatcu to the message cabled by 
Minister Terrell on the 18th ultimo, saying 
the Red Cross® had been admitted and 
guaranteed protection, and that the gates 
of cnarity were now open. Since then 
these dispatches have arnjunced that some 
of the Red Cross party had left for Zei-

George &. dohnson’s Candy Factory 
Gutted by Fire. 


DANGEROUS BLAZE LAST NIGHT 


Fire Was Discovered in the Factory 
Room—Defective Flue af a Fur- 
nace Started It. 


= 


The candy factory and salesroom of Mr. 
George E. Johnson, on Alabama street, 
was gutted by fire and water shortly after 
7 o'clock last night. The fire damage is 
small, but a considerable portion of candy 
and candy materials is water soaked, 
The fire originated in the candy factory 
room, on the second floor of the build ng. 
A defective flue is supposed to have Sstart- 
ed it. When the blaze was discovered it 
was rapidly gaining headway and but for 
the prompt work of the fire department the 
building would soon have been in ruins. 
The fire was confined to a section of the 
room, near the center, but the entire fac- 
tory and salesroom was flooded by water. 

Mr. Johnson and the city salesman and 
a visitor were in the front of the store 
when the blaze was discovered. All of 
the employes of the factory and salesroom 
had gone home and no one except the three 
mentioned were in the building. Mr. John- 
son’s attention was attracted by something 
cracking above just as City Marshal J. W. 
Humphries rushed in the store and told 
him that the place was afire above. Rush- 
ing to the elevator shaft Mr. Johnson look- 
ed up and saw a great bank of smoke hov- 
ering above his head. He also saw a bright 
blaze ga ning in brilliancy each instant. 

tealizing in an instant that the factory 
room was burning Mr. Johnson hurriedly 
telephoned for the fire department and 
Cap Joyner and his entire department 
quickly responded. And it was quick 
work that they did, too. The chemical 
engine was put to work and several] streams 
of water turned on the fire. It was im- 
possible to go through the smoke over 
the stairway leading to the factory room, 
so dense was it, and the firemen hoisted 
ladders in front of the building on Ala- 
bama street. Sending two nozzles up to 
the windows water was thrown through on 
the blaze. The same plan was followed 
in the rear and within a short time after 
the work began the fire had been extin- 
guished, apparently. 

Floors Deep in Water. 

The room was still full of smoke, how- 
ever, and the firemen were unable to tell 
whether or not the blaze had been put en- 
tirely out, so they continued to hold the 


‘nozzles toward the bed of the fire. When 


the smoke finally cleared away an inspec- 
tion was Yiiade of the place and it was 
found that the fire had or ginated near the 
center of the building, but had burned only 
a little way before being flooded out. The 
second floor was quite deep in water, how- 
ever, and it soon broke through the ceil- 
ing and flooded the salesroom on Ala- 
bama street. The work of the department 
was then devoted to protecting the candy 
show cases and other goods in the sales- 
room, but the water had already done its 
work. Several showcases were broken 
and the fine candies were found soaking in 
water, ruining a large port:.on of the stock. 

In the basemetut Mr. Johnson Keeps a 
supply of sugar in barrels and other ma- 
terials for use in his business. The water 
dripped and ran through the floor to the 
basement and damaged the sugar and other 
stuff, but to what extent could not be de- 
termined last night. The firemen cleared 
the place of all the water they could get 
out, but in the basement the floor was left 
covered. Tarpaulins were put over the 
goods in the salesrooms and cther means of 
protection observed. 

His Loss Unknown. 

Mr. Johnson was asked about his loss but 
he stated that he could not make an accur- 
ate estimate. He said that he could not 
tell how much of his stock had been dam- 
aged by water and would not be able to 
make an estimate until he had gone over 
the stock today. He stated that at this 
season of the year he usually carries a 
stock of about $7,000 or $8,000. The stock is 
insured fully. 

The fire looked as if it would be an ugly 
one and Chief Joyner and his men pre- 
pared for a hard fight when they saw the 
great banks of smoke roll out of the win- 
dows. The street is lined with b'g whole- 
sale stores and a fire uncontrollable in that 
section woulf mean a tremendous loss. 

A fire is supposed to have been left 
burning in one of the candy-making fur- 
naces. All of the candy molds were ruin- 
ed, Mr. Johnson said, his most expensive 
paraphernalia. 

Fire This Morning. 

Three small frame houses on Brick street, 
near Peters, were partially destroyed by 
fire this morning at 2 o’clock. The fire had 
gained considerable headway when the de. 
partment arrived. The loss is small

THROUGH A BRIDGE. 


A FREIGHT TRAIN PLUNGES IN- 
TO BROAD RIVER. 


Engineer, Fireman and a Train Hand 
Killed—Railroad Trestle Destroy- 
ed by Fire. 


Columbia, 8S. C., March 5.—(Special.)— 
Last night a freight train of twenty-two 
cars plunged through the covered bridge 
over Broad river on the Columbia and 
Asheville branch of the Southern road. The 
river at that point is 300 yards wide and 
very deep. It is next to impossible to obtain 
any reliable information from railroad 
authorities as to the loss of life. The train 
was in charge of Conductor T. E. Jackson, 
ann Engineer J. H. Sullivan. Information 
received here is that the engineer, fire- 
man‘ and one: train hand. were, kihed,..bYt ; 
the report is neither officially confirmed or 
denied at the superintendent’s office. 

A whole span of the bridge went down 
and the cars are piled up in an indescriba- 
ble mass of wreckage in the river. 

The cause of the collapse of the bridge 
is unknown. All of the heavy summer pas- 
senger traffic from this station to western 
North Carolina mountains goes over this 
bridge. Trains are now passing around via 
Charlotte, 200 miles out of the way. 

Information just reached here is that 
three-fourths of a mile of the trestle on the 
Florida Central and Peninsular road north 
of the Savannah river, was destroyed by 
fire tonight. Trains will go north via the 
Central to Augusta and here over the 
Columbia and Charlotte. 


TO ADJOURN TOMORROW. 


South Carolina Legislature Through 
with Business. 

Columbia, 8. C., March 6.—The annual ses- 
sion of the general assembly of South Car- 
olina, which began two months ago, is 
about to end. The final adjournment is 


fixed for Saturday morning. 

The administration waited until two days 
ago to strike out all after the enacting 
words of a house bill relating to the dis- 
pensary system and substituting a brand 
new dispensary law intended to dodge the 
issue upon which the United States su- 
preme court is soon to pass—the interstate 
commerce feature. This bill was rushed 
through and made its first appear- 
ance in the house last night. The bill pre- 
scribes further penalties for violation of 
the dispensary laws and to police the same. 

The house was asked last night to pass 
the bill without even seeing: it or hearing 
it read. Vhe members demanded that it be 
printed. This was done. This morning, 
when it appeared printed, several glaring 
omissions and crrors appeared. The Dill 
was in the nature of an amendment; the 
house could not make even verbal amend- 
ments. It refused to concur in the amend- 
ment and then it was sent to a committee 
on free conference, which made the 
changes. Tonight the bill became an act. 

The new bill provides: for the election of 
the state commissioner by the people. His 
salary is to be $2,500 a year, A state board 
of control is to be elected by the general 
assembly to have control of all the pur- 
chases. This takes the control of the busi- 
ness out of the hands of the state officers. 
The references to the handling of liquors 
by common carriers are all made to apply 
to shipments “‘from plage to place within 
the state.’’ Another provision ig that “all 
liquors shipped into this state shall, upon 
introduction and arrival in this state, be 
subject to the operation and effect of this 
law.’ The other provisions of the law are 
pretty much the same as those of the old 


Ww. 

In regard to the operation of the dispen- 
sary law the state treasurer is out in a card 
this afternoon saying that the concern has 
had practically no cash to its credit in the 
state treasury since November last.

TO RESTRICT JURISDICTION. 


Congressman Phillips Introduces a 
Contempt Bill. 


Washington, March 5.—Congressman 
Phillips, of Pennsylvania, introduced today, 
at the request of the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor, a bill 
to restrict the jurisdiction of United States 
courts in proceedings for contempt. 

It provides “that the courts of the 
United States, sitting as courts of equity, 
shall not have jurisdiction to punish for 
contempt any person charged with the 
violation of any order or decree or court 
whose acts in the premises constitute, 
arise out of, or.are connected with the com- 
mission of any offense indicatable under 
the law of the United States or of the 
state in which the offensive act is com- 
mitted, but in every such case the of- 
fense against the court shall be deemed 
merged in the greater offense against the 
state or the United States.’’ 

The bill does not apply to United States 
courts sitting as courts of law, as dis- 
tingu shed from courts of equity, and 
onJy applies in the latter case in two in- 
stances, where the contempt charged is 
the violation of an order or decree of 
court, or where it mrakes the offender a 
principal in or accessory to a crime.

TO LOCATE A COLONY. 


Indiana Farmer Locating Western Col- 
onies in West Florida. 


Waycross, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—The 
Indiana farmers’ western colonization 
scheme for west Florida is on a more ex- 
tensive plan than the Fitzgerald colony. 
Large colonies of western farmers are be- 
ing settled around Chipley, VUrange Hill, 
De Funiak Springs and other places on 
the Florida Central and Peninsular rail- 
road in west Florida. The settlers are 
ali farmers of considerable means. They 
will engage in truck farming and fruit 
growing. The plan of the Indiana farmers 
is not to build towns, but to settle com- 
munities in the best portions of west 
Florida. 

The majority of them are of a good 
class of people. They will erect good 
schools and churches in the center of 
thei¢ communities. 

No alluring inducements have been 
offered the colonist, but they have been 
informed of the rich and productive agri- 
cultural lands of west Florida and the 
healthfulness of the climate. The coloni- 
Zalion movement in west Florida is as- 
suming large proportions. In addition to 
the Indiana farmers’ colonization scheme 
the Clark syndicate of colonies on the 
Carrabelle and Tallahassee railroad, in 
west Florida, is the biggest colonizat‘on 
scheme ever inaugurated in Florida. The 
Clark syndicate is building new towns 
here and there through the fine fruit. and 
farming belt of west Florida and thou- 
sands of western people are being settled 
in that region.

He reports 
that Allen is still in jail in Blountstown 
and will remain in custody until he is 
brought to trial. Court convenes there on 
the fourth Monday in this month and it is 
probable that his case will be immediately 
taken up.

Chief dmong the organs of the money 
power in this country today stands The 
Louisville Courier-Journal, a newspaper 
made famous by Henry Watterson. 
There is nothing too mean or i00 walig- 
nant for The Courier-Journal to sy 
against those who are opposing the 
money power and who are still in fa- 
yor of the democratic doctrine of the 
free coinage of silver. ‘ In attacking its 
former friends and allies Mr. Watter- 
son’s paper is both vicious and scurril- 
ous, and this is the more peculiar when 
we remember the former attitude of 
The Courier-Journal.

We 
print it in this place in order to give 
it the prominence it deserves: 


The Courier-Journal has been devoting a 
farge amount of space, week after week, to 
the discussion of the silver situation in its | 
relations to the interest of the United | 
States. Most of the newspapers of the | 
United States have taken but little notice 
of the matter; many do not refer to it at | 
all, and no other daily newspaper except 
The Courier-Journal in any part of the 
union is treating it with any degree of 
that earnestness ana _ persistence which 
should imply that it is recognized by lead- 
ing minds as a question of infinite moment, 
and of immediate and intense practical sig- 
nificance to the welfare of all classes of | 
citizens. Such is the magnitude of the ques- 
tien, and such its practical bearing upon 
the interest of all men, and we find the 
whole American press ignoring it.

7%. That they can be undone and prosper- 
ity be restored by pro-silver legislation.

This statement, if true, would go far 
toward bolstering up the opinions of 
those who declare that we no longer 
have government by the people, but are 
now enjoying the fruits of the one-man 
power. But we refuse to believe that 
Mr. Cleveland is willing to place him- 
self in the absurd position of dictating 
to congress and the American people 
what they shall or shall not do in the 
matter of expressing their sympathy 
for the Cuban patriots, who are engaged 
in a struggle for liberty. 

We do not know how many Spanish 
bonds are held by Banker Benedict, nor 
do we know the attitude of Wall street 
toward Cuban independence. That is a 
question we leave the organs of the 
money power to discuss.

The Growth of Japanese Competition. 

Yesterday The Constitution printed 
from its Washington correspondent the 
story of how the importation of manu- 
factured Japanese goods threatened the 
destruction of American manufactures. 
The fact that they are able, through 
the ‘difference of the exchange on mon- 
ey, to place their wares on sale in the 
United States at from 50 to 75 per 
cent cheaper than they can be manu- 
factured here is startling and demands 
attention. 

Speaking about these new competitors 
Commissioner Wright, of the depart- 
ment of labor, calls attention to the 
fact that since their release from the 
exclusive policy of the feudal lords the 
people of Japan are making their own 
goods with the greatest skill and in- 
genuity. They have studied the 
methods of all civilized nations and 
have adopted those which seemed ito 
them most suitable for their own pur- 
poses and convenience. They have as- 
similated the best ideas of Switzerland, 
Sweden, Germany, France and _ the 
United States. It is only forty years 
since the ports of Japan were forcibly 
opened to foreign commerce... Less than 
thirty years ago the first labor-saving 
machinery was introduced into the 
island, and now their exports exceed 
$115,000,000 a vear. 

In order to show the character of 
those new Japanese manufactures it is

In 1894 Japan imported $9,551.961 worth 
This cotton manufac- 
tured even in its crudest state repre- 
sents four or five times that much 
money sent out to other countries. Dur. 
ing the same year the Japanese im- 
ported almost $8,000,000 worth of ma- 
chinery. Besides this they imported 
nearly %5,000,000 worth of iron. These 
facts go to show the rapidity with 


which the Japanese are entering into’ 


the field, and it is needless to say that 
with their native ingenuity they will 
prove formidable rivals. They exported 
during the same year $22,000,000 of 
raw silk. 

Now. to show the countries which are 
affected by this new Japanese competi- 
tion it may be stated that the United 
States leads by two to one. The ex- 
ports from Japan into the United States 
in the year 1890 were in round num- 
bers, $10,000,000: in 1892, $20,000,000:

He went 
to Africa to win glory that he might 
return to receive the plaudits of those 
who hitherto had only sneers for his 
name. He did not even have the chance 
to meet a savage foe, but died from 
fever. 

The Italian princes should remember 
all this and remain at home, thrum- 
ming their guitars and drawing the 
salary which they do not earn. 


Why This Hesitation? 

There is a great deal of curiosity as 
to why certain circles hesitate in regard 
to recognizing Cuban belligerency. 
Here and there may be found men, 
even a few in congress, who do not be- 
lieve that the brave struggle of the 
Cuban people should receive that aid 
which the Americans have always been 
willing to give to those who were fight- 
ing for freedom. There is something in 
the surroundings of those objectors to 
explain their peculiar position. 

A little study of the question will con- 
vey a ready answer. The national debt 
of Spain is now in the neighborhood of 
$1.500,000,000. Over $1,200,000,000 of 
this debt is directly in the name of 
Spain herself, and is held by English 
capitalists and those who train with 
them. The last $300,000,000 was added 
to the debt upon the direct pledge of 
the revenues of Cuba. In order to meet 
the interest on this fixed charge the 
people of Cuba have had to raise $13,- 
000,000 a year. All of this money goes 
to our friends the Rothschilds and their 
intimates in the United States. It is 
not only important that the interests of 
these people in this country should be 
taken care of, but the soundness of 
their holdings in other countries are 
equally at stake. 

The same interests which called for 
gold dollars in payment of debts con- 
tracted in silver, calls also for the pro- 
tection of these people in the gathering 
of their goiden crop from the coffers 
of Spain. After all, it is the moneyed in- 
terests of the world which, after hav- 
ing strangled the United States, is 
ready to trample human rights in Cuba, 
if by so doing the bondholders may 
hold their debts in greater security.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


There seems to be no limit to this X ray 
business, and unlike a good many fads, 
this one promises to be most useful. 
Fresh discoveries in England are daily 
announced in the field first opened by 
Professor Roentgen, That there is a pos- 
stbility of enabling the human eye to see 
with ease concealed objects was demon- 
strated on Thursday at Kings college, 
London. One of the experimenters there 
says: “Without the aid of photography, 
by the means of a simple flourescent 
screen and a suitable lens, I could easily 
see all the bones in my hand and wrist 
clearly and sharply defined and the action 
of the joints. Metallic objects were readi- 
ly seen through.a solid block of wood two 
and a half inches thick, such as is used 
in paving streets. A sixpence shut up be- 
tweet the pages of Bradshaw was clearly 
visible. These results were produced by 
the ald of a new vacuum tube designed 
and made in the college. The results can 
b ereadily seen either by daylight or gas 
light, no darkening of the room being 
necessary.’’” Another London investigator, 
Mr. J. G. Vine, announces, says The New 
York Sun, that he has been able to photo- 
graph at one end of a wire objects exposed 
between two vacuum tubes at the other 
end of the wire, and declares that he will 
soon be able to photograph objects at any 
distance by means of X or magnetic rays 
conveyed by wire. He described the pro- 
cess to me today, but forbade making 
public the details until the experiments 
are complete, 


Otto Riehle, a locksmith of Terre Haute, 
Ind., is almest persuaded that “dreams 
come true.” He spent three days of the 
past week trying to open a safe, the com- 
bination lock of which was out of order, 
and was about to give up the job Friday 
night. That night he dreamed that a 
small screw had worked out sufficiently to 
interfere with the tumblers of the lock. 
He saw the screw plainly, and also that if 
he should work the knob until the indica- 
tor touched a certain number on the com- 
bination plate and then give it a quick 
turn to the left the tumbler would be 
forced past the troublesome screw head. 
When Riehle rose the next morning he 
hurried to the safe and told of his dream 
to those present. He turned the knob in 
the manner revealed in the dream, the 
tumbler, moved past the point where it 
had hitherto stopped and the heavy door 
of the safe was open. The covering was 
removed from the lock and the protruding 
screw was found to be as seen in the 
dream. 

Professor Pupin, of Columbia college, 
and Dr. Carl Beck, of St. Mark’s hospital, 
extracted a bullet from the ‘body of Pavo 
Morengo, the Wall street lawyer, Says a 
New York special. The bullet was lodged 
in his body by the accidental explosion of 
a gun, but it could not be located until 
photographed, when it was found imbed- 
ded in a bone. Dr. F. S. Kolle, of Brook- 
lyn, has been experimenting in brain 
photographing, and Says each succeeding 
attempt has been more encouraging than 
the last. He has now five plates of the 
brain of a twelve-year-old boy, showing 
that the rays had passed - completely 
through the skull. He believes that as 
soon aS experimenters learn how to focus 
the rays properly they will be able to 
photograph the various organs of the 
b#.y as well as the bone. Professor Ww. 


W. Kerr, instructor in electrical science 
in the Hebrew Technical institute, has 
made great progress with shadowgraphs, 
and claims he can make them without the 
use of the usual tubes, coils and other ap- 
paratus. In his last experiment he gb- 


tained perfect pictures of objects hidden 
by a half-inch pine board. 


Judge George Mason, who died at San 
Antonio, Tex., last week, was a son of 
James M. Mason, of Virginia, who, with 
Slidell, was sent by the confederate gov- 
ernment a3 a special envoy to Great 
Britain and France during the civil war.

CURIOUS NEGROES ARRESTED 
NEAR SMITH’S BASEMENT. 


The Darkies Wanted To See the Faith- 
ful Emerge from Worship, but 
They Got Arrested Instead. 


Fourteen darkies of uncertain ages were 
locked up by the police yesterday afternoon 
because they congregated in the vicinity 
of the Smith faith negro headquarters. 
The fourteen represent cnly a very small 
proporticn of negroes who lined the streets 
and sidewalks, obstructing the thorough- 
fares. Many times that number saw the 
patrol wagon loaded with blueceats coming 
for them and they took wings and flew 
away, but not up. 

The darkies arrested declare 
do not belong to the faith sect. They claim 
that it was through cupt«sity that they 
gathered about a basemrrt near the jail 
to see Smith and his fohowers come out. 
The deluded negroes are saic to have been 
worshiping in the basement and the great 
crowd of spectators waited on the street 
for them. The negroes became disorderly 
and the police were sent for to quell the 
rioteus among the crowd. A squad c® men 
were dispatched and the number stated 
corralled in. 

Some cf the unfortunate darkics secured 
their release Jast night by friends deposit- 
ing collateral and signing bonds. A stream 
of darkies poured into the station house 
keeper's office for several hours seeking 
information about relatives and friends 
whom they theught under arrest. The po- 
lice were unable to find one in the crowd 
who would admit that he believed in the 
Smith doctrine.

They Were To Go Up Like a Vapor to 
the Gates of Heaven. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 5.—(Special.)— 
One hundred anid fifty penniless negroes 
are the victims of a ridiculous rekgivus 
craze hére. For several months l<aders 
amcng the more ignorant negroes’ have 
preached that on today such as would pro- 
fess and believe in their doctrine wouid be 
transported to heaven. Accordingly 
many disposed of their effects, property 
they had worked for years to accumulate, 
and 10 of them assembled at a little rail- 
road yard church at daybreak this morning 
and have spent the day frantically shouting 
and praying. 

Several hundred others have stood about 
the house to witness the ascension, al- 
though the leaders have assured them 
that those in the church will ascend ‘as a 
vapor, invisibly. The theory is that when 
they reach the pearly gates their bodies, 
boots and breeches will be returned to 
them. 

Barly today it was stated the ascension 
would take place at noon, but now midnight 
is the hour appointed.

Woods has 
sustained about twenty worthless negroes 
from his table for several weeks past so 
that they may be of the ascension party.

New York, March 5.—It is the unexpected 
that alWays seems to happen, and unexpect- 
edly to everybody the crisis in Italian poli- 
tics put down cotton today, for the fail of 
the Crispi ministry was the signal for a 
decline in Liverpoo!, where local and conti- 
nental operators: sold on a large scale. In 
this way New York was depressed, and so 
was New Orleans, and a number of sput 
markets at the south regardless of the 
fact that receipts at the ports and interior 
towns were small.

Liverpool was easier on the spot, but with- 
out quotable change. Futures there fell 
342 points and closed quiet and steady. Spot 
sales there were 12,000 bales. New Orleans 
declined 10 to 11 points, but recovered 4 
points of this later on. Spots were 1-l6éc 
lower at New- York, Charleston, Norfolk 
and St. Louis and %e lower at Baltimore. 
They were weak, though, with no quotable 
change at New Orleans, Mobile and Au- 
gusta. New Orleans sold 2,50 and New 
York 278 bales. Port receipts were esti- 
mated at 10,00 bales against 12,337 last 
week and 16,185 last year. Memphis receiv- 

ed today 418 against 422 last week, and 1,031 
last year; Houston 1,711 against 3,088 last 
week and 2,498 last year. New Orleans re- 
ceipts tomorrow are estimated at 1,500 to 
1,800 against 3,231 last week, 4,861 last year 
and 6,542 in 1894. Houston expects 200 to 
1,100, against 2,967 last year. Manchester 
was quiet. Bombay receipts for the week 
were 67,000, against 32,000 last year. Ship- 
ments to Great Britain, 3,000 against none 
last year, and to the continent, 24,0, 
against 26,000_last year. Political develop- 
ments disturbed the market today, and 
they may disturb it tomorrow, but the 
actual commercial situation of cotton is re- 
garded as firm, and if the political outlook 
should clear up, as it may very shortly, a 
rally in prices would be no more than nat- 
ural, considering the fact that they have 
latte rly had quite a decided break. Liver- 
pool is more active, receipts are light and 
there is a tendency to expand the short in- 
terest to an unwieldly proportion, so that 
from time to time bears themseives will put 
up prices, even if there should be nothing 
particularly bullish in the news.

We 
did not attempt this with any desire to 
injure the citizens of these streets. It was 
simply. a matter of self-preservation. The 
Consolidated helped repave Peachtree 
street at a cost of some — $50,000. 
It has not yet finished paying for Pryor 
street at a cost of some $20,000, and now 
to pay out from $30,000 to $50,000 on Capitol 
avenue and Wheat street simpiy meant 
that the burden was more than could be 
| borne. The town is paved to death. ‘Its 
citizens are groaning under .the burden of 
this semi-confiscation.

grade. Petition*-r shows that it would be 
impracticable to operate a street railroad 
across these railroad tracks at Broad street 
otherwise than over the floor of a bridge, 
and that it is impracticable to operate a 
strect railroad over the railroad crossing at 
Whitehall street, or at Pryor or at Loyd 
streets, on account of the large number of 
railroad tracks crossing a grade, and the 
very frequent passage of trains, many of 
them mail trains.

Editor Constitution—T have 
only recently from Florida and find that 
a great effort has been made to stir up 
prejudice against the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company and Mr. Joel Hurt, its 
president. I am not surprised that there 
should be prejudice against the corpora- 
tion. Atlanta is well known as the most 
persistent, the most unrelenting and the 
most insatiable anti-corporation city in 
the south.

It was simply to save 
the property from confiscation and the 
heavy burdens that are being laid upon it 
from year to year. If the last court of 
appeal decides against us we will only 
have to take the confiscation gracefully, 
but before doing so the directors propose 
to hear from the last court of appeal. 

The consolidated is not a foreign cor- 
poration. Eighty per cent of its stock and 
a large percentage of its bonds are owned 
by Atlanta people, and these people love 
Atlanta as well and work for her pros- 
perity as earnestly as those who do not 
entirely agree with them about the policy 
of managing their own property. The 
franchise was not without cost. The Con- 
solidated has paid, principal and interest, 
some $750,000 in paving for the privilege of 
doing business in Atlanta. 

What I began this letter for, however, 
was mainly to ask for more considerate 
treatment of Mr. Hurt at the hands of 
newspapers and public. 

Whatever wrong is done or. mistake 
made by the Con&Solidated:.the directors 
are aS much responsible for as Mr. Hurt 


others. 

Mr. Hurt at times, under the tremend- 
ous strain of the load that is on him, 
may be a little brusque and not as oblig- 
ing as some expect, but I have known him 
intimately for many years-and@ Know that 
he is scrupulously honest, kind-hearted 
and thoroughly devoted. to the interest 
of Atlanta.

She con- 
gratulated herself on her good fortune, be- 
lieving that she would actually receive the 
piano. Spurred on by her good luck she 
thought that she could well afford to buy 
several tickets from Topus, having won 
a $500 instrument without the expenditure 
of a cent. She reached for her pocket 
book and purchased at $1 each, one after 
another ticket, thinking*that by her un- 
usual good luck on the first draw she 
should. pacify Topus by purchasing two 
or three tickets from him. To her surprise 
however, she continued to win and when 
she had spent $5 or $6 she found that she 
had won enough furniture to stock a very 
large house. In fact, every ticket she had 
purchased,called for a prize. 


Topus Made a Shuffle. 

Seeing the good fortune of the first lady 
to patronize the scheme another, who 
was present, began to pay her dollar and 
draw her ticket. She, too, won. The man 
from Boston began to wonder what could 
be the matter, he said, and he shuffled up 
his tickets, declaring that all of the prize 
tickets appeared to be’ together. After 
spending what ready money they had for 
tickets the ladies played quits, thinking 
that they had won enough furniture to 
last them a life time. Topus took their 
address and names and promised to have 
the furniture shipped from Boston at once. 
He Jeft the printed tickets with the ladies 
and other literature calculated to inspire 
confidence. The tickets bore a lithograph 
of a huge factory and several great smoke- 
stacks, presumably the establishment of 
the New England Supply Company in Bos- 
ton. 
When Topus took his leave and the la- 
dies had recovered from their surprise oc- 
casioned by the remarkable. streak of 
luck they began:to wonder and after some 
deliberation decidea that they had been 
faked. Grabbing theie hats they set out 
for the police station and told their story 
to the chief of police. During the day 
other comnlainants did the same thing 
and the police were lead to believe that 
the scheme had been worked all over the 
citv. Victims of such a swindle seldom 
make complaint and the ladies in the first 
instance agreed to tell only after securing 
a promise from the chief that he would 
not reveal their names. 

No Such Firm There. 

Wednesday a telegram was sent to the 
Boston chief of police asking if there 
was any such firm in that city. A reply 
came back immediately and was placed 
on the files at the police station to the 
effect that there was no such concern in 
that place as indicated.

DON’T WANT BASEBALL. 
The Police Committee Listens To Op- 
ponents of the Game. 

Atlanta is sure to have baseball this 
year. But the national game may not draw 
its lovers to the old park, known as Bris- 
bine park. 

Those who are at the head of the local 
organization this year decided to have the 
association scheduled games played at 
Brisbine this season and had practically 
closed a trade for the grounds. A few 
weeks ago, however, some opposition to 
the location of the park manifested itself 
in that section of the city where the park 
is located. At the last meeting of the gen- 
eral council a resolution was presented giv- 
ing the club the right to play ball dt Bris- 
bine and was reported to tbe police com- 
mittee.

The governor has literally been besieged 
by visitors for the last day or two. 

Yesterday Solicitor Charley Hill again 
paid a visit to the governor.

In addition to the visitors many letters 
are caily arriving asking that a pardon be 
granted. 

Mrs. Sanner Called Yesterday. 

Among the number which paid a visit to 
the governor yesterday was Mrs. Sanner, 
who has figured as the victim in the case, 

The object of Mrs. Sanner’s visit Was 
entirely different from that of the others 
who called. She was present to urge the 
refusal of the pardon and to insist upon 
the death of the negro. In plain words she 
reviewed the charges and placed her side 
of the story fefore the governor. 

Mrs. Sanner said that she was sure that 
Duncan was the man and had no hesitancy 
in identifying him as the assailant on the 
night of the assault. 

She was closely questioned by the gov- 
ernor as to her reasons for charging him 
with the assault. She stated that she had 
never seen the man before and was only 
testifying against him because she Was 
assaulted by him and wanted to see him 
punished by the law. 

Mrs. Sanner’s visit was due to a request 
from the governor himself that she eail, 
as he was anxious to have her make an- 
other statement of the matter. Mrs. San- 
ner was accompanied by her mother, Mrs. 
Landis. The two remained in the office of 
the governor for a long time and the entire 
case was reviewed. After the conference 
ended the women left the office. 

Policeman Conn’s Affidavit. 

Policeman T. G. Conn has made an affi- 
davit in regard to his belief in the inno- 
cence of Duncan. 

At the time that the assault was said to 
have been made Conn was chief of. the 
county potiee and he was called upon to 
arrest Duncan. Mrs. Sanner went directly 
to the house of Mr. Conn on the night of 
the assault and stated the fact.

Hypocritical Church Members. 


SAYS THE DEVIL HAS ’EM 


A Large Crowd at the First Baptist 
Church Yesterday Morning. 
Last Night’s Sermon. 


Notwithstanding the disagreeable weather 
a large congregation filled the auditorium 
of the First Baptist church yesterday morn- 
ing and listened to one of the best sermons 
which Rev. Sam Jones has yet preached 
during his crusade in this city. 

The ‘evangelist was in his happiest mood. 
He began his sermon by telling of the lady 
who commenced to shout for joy every time 
her pastor entered the door of the church. 
It made no difference to her whether he 
preached a good sermon or not. 
just the same to her. She felt good be- 
cause she knew he came to preach the gos- 
pel. 

“I want you to feel this way about me,” 
said Mr. Jones, “and if you will listen to 
what I say I will try to do you some good.” 

Mr. Jones preached on the line of God’s 
intimate knowledge of human affairs. ‘‘God 
sees everything you do,” said he. “If you 
go to church He sees that. If you don’t 
gro to church He sees that also, and he un- 
derstands the reason why you stay at 
home. He can look down into your heart 
and see all the evils thoughts and purposes 


which lie concealed from the eyes of men. | 


You may screen your true character from 
the eyes of your best friend, but you cCan- 
not hide your meanness from God.” 

Mr. Jones _rext told of a recent visit 
which he had made to Hampton Roads ‘in 
Virginia. In this connection he narrated 
the substance of what Mr. Davis had once 
said concerning his prison life at Fortress 
Monroe. “I could stand the loss of my 
liberty,’’ said he, “T could stand the 
thought of being separated frem the outer 
world. I could bear being away from 
friends and loved ones. All these things 
were hard, but I could bear them all. | 
could even bear the disgrace that was 
heaped upon me. 
could not stand: Day in and day out, 
walking or sitting down, asleep or awake, 
there was never a moment when the burn- 
ing eye of the sentinel was not upon me.” 

“Let us awaken to the fact,’’ said Mr. 
Jones, “that God is a sentinel, and that His 
burning gaze is on us all forever.” 

Mr. Jones went on to say that a man was 
usually satisfied if he found himself to be 
as good as some other man, 

“You are satisfied to be an average mem- 
ber of the church, The devil will get every 
average member of the church in this town, 
Iie ought to get them, too.’”’ (Laughter.) 

Mr. Jones closed by urging the preachers 
of Atlanta to enter their fearless protests 
against the sins of church members even 
if the churches went to pieces. He told of 
how he had gone to the rescue of a broth- 
er who had lost a big part of his congrega- 
tion, and declared that after holding a 
short revival he succeeded in driving the 
whisky men out of town without resorting 
to the recourse of holding an election. 

After the services Mr. Jones extended 
the gospel invitation. This was readily 
embracel by a large number who came for- 
ward and gave their hands to the evan- 
getist, 

In the afternoon Rev. George Stuart 
preached to a large congregation at Trinity 
Methodist church. 

Sam Jones Last Night. 

The largest crowd that has assembleJ 
at the tabernacle since Sunday night gath- 
ered to hear Sam Jones talk last night. 
He opened his address by remarking how 
glad he was to note the large number at 
both the day meetings and the splendid 
attendance at the night meeting. Taking 
the following text for his discourse, he be- 
gan his address: ‘“Turn you to the strong- 
hold, you prisoners of life. Even today I 
declare I will render double to thee.’’ 
Zachariah ‘ix, 12. 

From this text he went on to say that 
those embracing Christianity would re- 
ceive double their reward in this life and 
the life hereafter. “I am not referring to- 
nizht to men and women who have lived in 
years that have passed and gone or to 
those men who will be born in years to 
come, but to those men and women who 
are living now, and many of whom I am 
facing tonight. ¥es, the all-absorbing 
theme is the salvation of the men and wo- 
men who walk the earth today, yet of all 
who should be interested in this all im- 
portant thing you are the most uninter- 
ested.” 

Mr. Jones preached a most powerful ser- 
mon, incidentally giving card playing and 
dancing some hard hits. “I was holding a 
meeting in a town not far from here once 
a young lady whispered in my ear:

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GUARD MEETS TONIGHT. 


Captain Hollis Has Called a Meeting 


To Prepare for Inspection. 

The Gate City Guard will hold a meeting 
tonight in their armory, at which they 
will decide upon the time for their exami- 
nation and inspection by the adjutant gen- 
eral’s department 

The Guard last week received official no- 
tiee from the governor of their admission 
into the state’s service, but before for- 
mally going into the state militia they must 
be inspected, as any other company, by 
the adjutant general or some one from his 
office.

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The coast and geodetic survey has just 
put up a rough board shack on the Wash- 
ington street side of the capitol grounds. 
Inside the shack Mr. G. W. Harvey mount- 
ed a telescope yesterday, but the clouds 
last night prevented him from using the 
glass. His mission here is to get the lati- 
tude and longitude and to compare the 
sun time here with the sun or local time 
in Key West. A wire has been run into the 
shack and some time during the day the 
observer here will call the observer at 
Key West and they will compare local 
time. 

Mr. Harvey says that cne-sixth of a sec- 
ond will be allowed for the electricity to 
travel from Atlanta to Key West. This is 
very slow time for the distance, but it is 
accounted for by the fact that part of the 
distance the message travels by cable un- 
der water and the cable battery has to be 
very weak to prevent destruction of the 
insulation. 

Atlanta’s latitude and longitude were 
calculated by the coast survey twenty 
years ago. Now this work is being done 
over and checked up. Mr. Harvey will be 
here two or three weeks and if the weather 
is unfavorable it will take him even longer 
to take his observations and make his cal- 
culations.

The New Yorkers who visited Atlanta last 
fall nevertire of telling their experiences 
on the trip. The New York Sun quotes 
one of the guests at Colonel John Jacob 
Astor’s recent dinner to the members of 
Governor Morton's gold-laced staff as fol- 
lows: 

“While we were in Atlanta,” he said, 
“‘we decided to serenade Governor Morton. 
We made our headquarters on the special 
train that took us down there, you know, 
and besides the staff there were a few 
senators on board who were looking fcr 
amusement. A procession was formed and 
Colonel Astor, as the tallest man in the 
crowd, was elected to carry the fiag. It 
was a heavy flag and the night was warm, 
but Colonel Astor Luckled down to work 
in great shape, and we made a good show.

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JAPANESE FENCING BOUTS. 


Skillful Work with Foils Made cf 
Split Bamboo. 


From The Pacific Commercial Advertiser 

If ycu are ever asked to engage in a duel 
with a Japanese, being the challenged par- 
ty, select any implement rather than the 
single stick, for unless you are proficient in 
thrusts and parries, you will be ‘‘done up” 
in short order. 

There is a club in Honolulu, with head- 
quarters on Maunakea street, whose mem- 
bers have an instructor in the use of the 
single stick. The organization is solely for 


amusement, rather than for business, 
though there is probably a desire on the 
part of the leaders to perpetuate the old- 
fashioned methods of their forefathers in 
quelling rebellions. 

The headquarters of the Sunrise Single 
Stick Club is on the lower ‘oor of the 
building occupied by the Japanese news- 
paper of the same name. Through the 
kindness of Editor Satto, and Hiraoka, bus- 
iness manager of the paper, a reporter was 
given an opportunity to witness an exhibi- 
tion between Yajimai and Karikawa, two 
expert handlers of the sticks. 

By way of introduction the combatants 
removed their kimonas and donned loose 
skirts, and a helmet with strong iron bars 
across the face. Then they sheathed their 
bodies with stiff bamboo breast plates. 
Heavily padded gioves with gauntlets fin- 
ished the costume. The “short sticks’’ are 
about five feet long, and are made of sever- 
al pieces of bamboo fastened together. 
There seemed to be no call of ‘‘time’’ by a 
referee; the men stepped to the center of 
the room and saluted each other by a mo- 
tion of the arm, and then one uttered a 
guttural sound signifying his willingness to 
begin the fray, and they crossed sticks, the 
point of each being held on a level with the 
neck and the handle grasped with both 
hands. Yajimai led, and throughout the 
bout was acting on the offensive, while 
Karikawa braced himself so as to resist 
and ward off any blow that might be direct- 
ed toward him. Once he was thougthless; 
Yajimai gave him a crack on the helmet 
that resounded through the room. All the 
time the men were fencing they were shout- 
ing as if warning each other to look cut fog 
what might be coming. 

To the stranger who is not familiar with 
the rules there seemed to be no rest for the 
men. If one should receive a blow which, 
under ordinary circumstances would war- 


long enough to recover, it must simply end 
with the desire, and his next move will be 
to get back at his opponent. In this exhi- 
bition Karikawea, who was rather more 
stockily built than his foe, had the best of 
the first of the fight, but the eud Wasa 
draw, and the men retired windless and 
with the perspiration pouring from their 
faces. 

Single stick fencing among the Japanese 
is so different from anything attemptei by 
the white people that it is difficult to make 
comparisons or draw conclusions. If quick- 
ness in an attack or parry is the secret of 
the game, Yajimai and Karikawa should be 
entitled to positions as experts. Their en- 
durance, too, is remarkable, considering the 
thickness of the clothing worn. Swathed 
as they are in beavily-padded suits, evi- 
dently much depends upon the eye, and it 
is when one of the fencers catches the eye 
of his opponent off his guard that he at- 
tempts a blow, but to ascertain when the 
eye is not attending to its business is much 
too difficult for a stranger to solve—shizided 
as the fencer’s face is with iron bars set 
closely tcgether. 

There are four points in a match with 
single sticks between Japanese--a blow on 
the back of head, a fair one, for glancing 
strokes do not count, a thrust at the throat, 
a stroke on the wrist, and a stroke on the 
side. There is no rule as to the position a 
fencer must occupy in delivering any one 
of these blows—it may be from either s‘de 
and from one cr both hands. If it is a 
“chopper,” it is apt to be one that will make 
the man receiving it wince, even though he 
be protected by all sorts of grotesque ccn- 
trivances.

Smith Will Be Prosecuted on Eighteen 
Warrants—Is a Flashy Negro 
with an Aristocratic Air, —

negro forger is behind the bars at the 
police station. Of all the slick negroes 
ever captured by the Atlanta police depart- 
ment this negro is the shrewdest. 

With a spotless shirt front, a beaming 
countenance and a new stiff hat the darky 
in question was nabbed by officers yester- 
day morning. He is dressed as flashily 
as the best man at a swell colored wed- 
ding and his very air is His 
intelligence is pronounced. coat 
is of the latest cut. 

The remarkable characteristics of the 
negro enabled him to dupe 
eighteen merchants, storekeepers and oth- 
ers in three weeks. By his smooth tongue 
and good appearance it appears that he 
won his way into the confidence of an 
intended victim without difficulty regard- 
less,of the common method of swindling 
adopted by him. tie has secured money 
on eighteen worthless checks by forging 
the name of a well-known colored drug- 
gist. 

Joe Smith, alias Joe Brown and other 
aliases, is the individual under arrest. He 
has been wanted by the police two or three 
weeks, but evaded the vigilance of the 
patrolmen and detectives successfully. His 
Capture Was effected in front of the police 
Stat.on and it was an unexpected pickup 
for the officers. Deiectives Lanford and 
Harris made the arrest. They have been 
looking for the negro and although they 
did not know him personally the darky 
was recognized at sight. Hie was quickly 
hustled into the big prison and placed be- 
hind safe iron bars.

He has 
been securing money on checks on the 
Lowry bank, the State Savings bank and 
others in the city.

$10. That is one peculiar consistency observ- 
ed by Smith in his work. He never wrote 
a check for more nor less than that sum, 
and every one of them is of the same 
handwriting beyond a doubt. That he is 
guilty there is no quest it seems. 


Kighteen Charges Against Him. 

Eighteen warrants will be sworn out 
against the negro and perhaps more. The 
officers have that number of sure-fire cases 
against him, they say, and they believe 
that the negro has duped many citizens and 
merchants who have not reported their 
loss. 

Yesterday Smith was identified by 
or ten of his victims and he is undoubtedly 
in deepwater trouble. He realizes his posi- 
tioh, alihough he protests his innocence. 
Hie has empioyed an attorney, Mr. Frank 
Arnold, and wiH make a hard fight for 
his liberty. The officers figure that the 
negro has committed crime enough to in- 
sure him a term of fifty years or more in 
the penitentiary, and they intend to en- 
deavor to see that he gets the full limit. 

How He Worked His Game. 

The first account of Smith's work ap- 
peared in The Constitution. tie duped a 
storekeeper named Ray, om Decatur street, 
about three weeks ago, by pretending to 
purchase %) worth of goods. in paying 
for the stuff the negro offered a check 
Signed by Slater, calling for double the 
amount of his purchase He was given 
the difference in cash. Ray presented the 
check to the bank and found that it was 
worthless. The bank officers declared the 
Signature a forgery, and the victim made 
complaint to the police. Since then the 
negro has been duping merchants and 
business men with the greatest ease, de- 
spite the publicity given the work of the 
negro. He attempted to work his game 
oh many who suspected that something 
was wrong and turned him down, but the 
number of-victims is sufficiently large to 
insure the negro a long term in the gang 
unless he makes his escape in some man- 
ner.

Bocker T. Washington Has Just Scored 
a Hit in New Jersey. 


ORIGINATED THE RACE CONGRESSES 


And Work of Inestimable Value in 
the Development of the Race 
Has Been Done. 


oe 


Professor Booker T. Washington, the 
famous negro teacher and leader, returned 
yesterday from New York, where he spoke 
on Tuesday night at the big Presbyterian 
mission meeting, presided over by Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 

Washington, next to the president, was 
the central figure in the meeting. He told 
of the work in which he is engaged and 
created a splendid impression on the vast 
audience. 

He returned to attend the 
conference of leaders of his race which ts 
in session at the school of which he is the 
head at Tuskegee, Ala. 

The congress was originated by Wash- 
ington for the benefit of his race, ‘for self 
help,’’ as he expressed it. The present 
session is the third one held and is largely 
attended by the leading members of the 
negro race. Many valuable papers are 
read and the situation of the race, moral- 
and socially, is clearly, 


interesting 


ly, financially 
shown, 

A number of prominent Atlanta negroes 
are present at the conference, among 
them Rev. H. H. Proctor. ‘they' are 
taking great interest in tne proceedings of 
the conference. Speaking of the work 
yesterday. brofessor Washington said: 

“The idea of holding what is now Known 
as the Tuskegee nexgro conterence Caine 
to me about tive years ago, when | noticed 
what powerful seit help could ‘be exercised 
by. the common, ignorant coivuread people 
who lave litte or. ne voek. learn.ng, bul 
woo have been raiseu mnmalionly on the larms 
aud piania.ions Of the souln.

aeot; how many lived in  one-roomed 
cabins; how many cultivated a variety of 
crops; how many depenaed upon cocton 
alone; how long the school was in session, 
whether they had schoolhouses; what kind 
of teachers; what kind of ministers, about 
the morals generally of the community, 
how many people had been sent to prison, 
étc. 

“The morning of the first conference we 
spent in getting these facts. The after- 
noon we spent in letting them suggest-in 
their own ‘way remedies for present evils, 
and it was even more surprising to see 
how clearly they saw into their present 
condition and how clearly they saw what 
reforms were needed in order that they 
might grow into a better state of things. 
For instance, one man suggested that the 
colored peopie had too many Sundays; the 
white man had one Sunday and the black 
man two—Saturday and Sunday. Another 
suggested that too much money was 
wasted on poor and incompetent teachers 
and immoral preachers. Another thought 
too much time was devoted to raising 
cotton and not enough given to raising 
fowls, pork and the cemmon vegetables. 

“These meetings have now been going 
on five years; the last one was attended by 
about 800 men and women, representing all 
parts of Alabama as well as South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Mississippi. The im- 
provements that have taken place in the 
lives of the masses by reason of these 
meetings are wonderful. The most in- 
teresting hour now spent in the conference 
is when the people are permitted to tell 
in what way the improvements were made. 
One man will report that in his community 
as many as eight new houses have been 
built; another that a new schoolhouse has 
been erected; another that the school 
term has been extended from three 
months to six by the efforts of the people 
themselves in supplementing the public 
school fund. Many others reported last 
year that farms had been contracted for, 
and in some cases had been paid for. In 
most every instance, by reason of these 
conferences, a great improvement was 
noted in the moral status of the people. 

“The day after the negro conference we 
now hold what is known as the workers’ 
conference. This brings together the 
leading teachers and officers in the various 
southern colleges and institutions of high 
grade to consider lessons learned from the 
previous day’s conference and also to dis- 
cuss measures looking toward the better- 
ment of the condition of the colored people. 

“From the first I have insisted that these 
negro conferences, so far as the subjects 
discussed are concerned, must be confined 
to matters that the colored people have 
the power within their own hands to 
remedy. It will be very easy to fly out on 
a tangent and discuss matters that only 
congress or the State legislature could 
remedy. In their proper place these sub- 
jects have their discussion, but we have 
always felt that these conferences can he 
made of the highest value by confining 
cae 1 Soaiters that immediately concern 
vag sses of the colored people, especial- 
ly in the country districts, and the evils: 
which beset them. 

“It is very interesting to note that other 
conferences modeled on the order of these 
at Tuskegee are being organized in various 
parts of the south. These are growing in 
number every vear. 

“Since the organization of the Tuskegee 
negro conference the colored people have 
had their attent'on called as never before 
to what they are able to do themselves 
and to the importance of taking adwantage 
of the opportunities that lie right about 
them inste of making complaints about 
evils that Will only disappear as property 
and character are secured,”’ 

The following declaration was unanimous- 
ly adopted: 

“We are more and rore convinced as we 
gather in these annual conferences, that we 
shall secure our rightful place as citizens 
In proportion as we possess Christian char- 
acter, education and property. To this end 
we urge parents to”exercise rigid care in 
the control of their children, the doing 
away with the one-room cabin and the 
mortgage habit; we urge the purchase of 
land, improved methods of farming, di- 
versified crops, attention to stock raising, 
dairying, fruit growing and more interest 
in learing the trades, now too much neg- 
lected. 

“2. We.urge that a large proportion of 
our college educated men and women give 
the race the benefit of their education, 
along industrial lines, and that’ more edu- 
cated ministers and teachers settle in the 
country districts. 

‘3. As in most places the public schools 
are in session only three or four months 
during the year, we urge the people, by 
every mumeans possible, to supplement this 
time by at least three or four additional 
months each year, that no sacrifice be con- 
sidered too great to keep the children in 
school, and that only the best teachers be 
employed. 

“4. We note with pleasure the organiza- 
tion of other conferences, and we advise 
that the number be still more largely in- 
creased. 

“As we look back over the five annual 
sessions of this conference we are con- 
vinced that marked improvement has been 
made among the masses, in getting rid of 
the one-room cabin, in the purchase of 
land, in greater economy, in getting out of 
debt, in the raising of more food supplies, 
in the more considerate treatment of wo- 
men, a greater desire for higher education, 
a higher standard of morals and a wide- 
spread and intense purpose to get into bet- 
ter condition.” 
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Merchants and Miners’ Banking mtn. ame

The petition set out that a deed to a cer- 
tain tract of land was executed to come- 
plainants in trust in the year 1893 to secure 
a loan of $80,000.

Twenty-two of these bonds had been sold 
to parties unknown to the complainants. 
Thirteen had been delivered to the Mer- 
chants and Miners’ Banking Company 45 
collateral to secure a debt of $12,009.24. 

The complainants averred that the com- 
pany was in straightened financial circum- 
stances and that the land deeded to secure 
the loan was absolutely worthlegs, with the 
exception of 300 acres cultivated as a vine- 
yard. 

In consideration of these alleged facts the 
complainants asked for a restraining order 
to prevent the respondents from disposing 
of the property and also for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. 

After reading the application Judge New- 
man granted the injunction and fixed Sat- 
urday morning at 10 o’clock as the time for 
hearing the application fully. 
the bill was filed by Messrs. J. A. Noyles, 
J. M. McBride and Glenn & Rountree.

The local chapter of the Daughters of 
the Confeceracy met in the lecture hall 
of the Young Men's Christian Association 
yesterday morning with a good number of 
ladies present and Mrs. C. Helen Plane, 
the president, in the chair. 

The session was mostly taken up with 
routine business. Mrs. Plane read a let- 
ter from Mrs. W. C. Lanier, of West 
Point, stating that a new chapter had been 
organized at that place on February 26th. 
The ladies in that thriving little citv 
have many valuable relics which they are 
anxious to place in the proposed battle 
abbey. 

A plea was made for the confederate 
cemetery at Resaca by Miss Mary Green 
She asked 25 cents of each daughter for 
the purpose of building a new fence and 
repairing the graves. 

‘ihe following resolutions, 
recently passea by the local 
Confederate Veterans, were 
meeting: 

“Wwe, your committee to whom was re- 
ferred tne pleasant duty of preparing suit- 
abie resolutions expressing the apprecia- 
tion of this association for the exercises 
held at the expos.tion grounds under the 
auspices of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, respectfully submit the follow-

“Whereas, November 9th was set apart 
by the exposition managers as confederate 
day and the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy did in the auditorium hold appropri- 
ate ceremonies, and, 

‘Whereas, On that occasion Mrs. Helen

Mrs. M: €. Goodlett, of Nashville, Tenn., 
and Mrs. David Clopton, of Alabama, did 
soparately read eloquent and touching 
memorials; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That we, the Atlanta camp 
of United Confederate Veterans, do hereby 
tender to each one of the ladies above 
mentioned our sincere thanks for their 
kind and eloquent expressions of our lost 
cause; though forever lost, to our hearts 
most dear on account of the hallowed 
memories clustering around it, and assure 
them that the sentiments expressed so 
truthfully and unmistakably by them 
meet with a warm and hearty response 
from us. 

“Resolved further, That we also extend 
to Miss Nellie Knight our thanks for her 
superb rendition of the ‘Conquered Ban- 
ner’ and ‘S'wanee River;’ also to Mrs. EK.

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THE CASE DISMISSED. 


Judge Landrum Tries the Case of Mer- 
chant Glass vs. Ferguson. 

There was a criminal proceeding in Judge 
Landrum’s court yesterday afternoon 
against W. P. Ferguson, an employe of 
the Southern railway. S. C. Glass, a Ma- 
rietta street merchant, appeared against 
Ferguson, charging him with cheating and 
swindling. Ferguson claims that it was 
purely a case in which the prosecutor was 
trying to use the justice court as a col- 
lecting agency. The facts developed in the 
case were these: That on a certa'n time 
last month Glass, the merchant, went to 
Ferguson, whom he had credited, and ask- 
ed for a settlement of the account he held 
against him. Ferguson thereupon gave 
him an order on the Southern railway, 
with which company he works, but the 
order not being honored by the railroad, 
it being against the policy of the com- 
pany, Glass swore out a warrant against 
Ferguson, charging him with being a com- 
mon. cheat and swindler. The case was 
heard before Judge Landrum yesterday 
and dismissed. Mr. Macks, the attorney 
for Ferguson, declares that the case was 
one of those cases very frequently made in 
the justice courts for the purpose of using 
the same as a collecting agency by means, 
however, of a criminal proceeding.

The Blount Stave Machine Company 
Files a Heavy Mortgage. 


NEWS OF THE COURTS 


Receiver A. P. Stewart Has Been Au- 
thorized To Sell the Stilson-Col- 
lins Stock of Goods. 


— 


The Blount Stave Machine Company has 
filed a heavy mortgage bill of sale in favor 
of the American Trust and’ Banking Com- 
pany to secure several unpa‘d notes and a 
large overdraft. 

The mortgage was filed yesterday morn- 
ing in the officé of the clerk of the su- 
perior court. The amount of the transfer 
is $24,168, and to secure this amount a lien 
is created on the entire stock of goods 
now in the possession of the stave com- 
pany and a mortgage is placed on the 
iand upon which the plant is located. 

The Blount Stave Machine Company is 
one of the largest manufacturing concerns 
of its kind in the south and controls the 
trade of several southern states. * Its plant 
is located just below Hapéville, on the 
Central railroad, near the intersection of 
the Atlanta and Florida-road. The plant 
is one of the most extensive of its kind and 
its capacity is exceedingly large. 

The company was originally a branch of 
an Illinois eorporation, which was estab- 
lished in Atlanta quite awhile ago. Branch 
manufacturing plants are located in Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi. 

A large part of the purchase money 
which wags paid for the land on which is 
Situated the plant was furnished by the 
American Trust and Banking Company, 
and many large amounts of money have 
been advanced by this bank, for which 
mortgages on the land of the company were 
given as security. 

All of the raw material and goods now 
in the possession“of the plant have been 
conveyed to the bank and a transfer of 
the land has also been made as an addi- 
tional security. The indebtedness consists 
of five unpaid notes of $500 each, eight 
notes of $1,000 each, a note of $2,630 and 
an Overdraft of $11,038. 

It is distinctly understood between the 
bank and the company that the bank has 
nothing to do with the operation of the 


plant and the officers of the company are | 


to continue its operation as formerly. The 
mortgage does not create a lien upon the 
goods which should be sold in the regular 
course of trade. 


News of the Courts. 


In the case of McGahee, which has been 
on trial in the criminal court of the city, 
a verdict ‘was handed in yesterday, re- 
Sulting in his acquittal.

The ev.dence against him was to the er- 
fect that he soid a cow to Mrs.’ Robbins 
with the understanding that it was a 
three-gallon cow. Mrs. Kobbins stated 
that the cow did not give that amount of 
milk and that she had the cow only a 
few days when it d.ed. She is of the 
opinion that the cow was not sound and 
that Mr. Miller cheated her in the trans- 
action. 

A verdict has been returned in the case 
of Harralson Bros. & Co. vs. Lee’s phar- 
macy in favor of the plaintiff. It appear- 
ing to the court that Receiver H. M. Lee 
had abandoned the receivership and had 
carried with him $65 belonging to the busi- 
ness, a decree was taken dismissing Re- 
ceiver Lee and ordering that the amount 
of his shortage be made good by the Ameri- 
can Surety Company, which was the bonds- 
man in the case. 


Will Sell Jewelry. 


Mr. A. P. Stewart, receiver in the Stilson- 
Collins Jewelry Company’s business, will 
sell the stock of goods now inthe store- 
rooms on Whitehall street. 

This course has been decided upon by all 
parties at interest and an order was s'‘gn- 
ed yesterday by Judge Lumpkin to that 
effect, authorizing Receiver Stewart to ad- 
vertise for bids for the stock.
